professions, 
perhaps the one in which it oc­ 
curs most often is the physician. 
C ertainly he does not do as hard 
work as the coal m iner of the 
sam e age. 
Emotional Factors. 
Again, if you attem pt to ex­ 
plain it on the basis of em otional 
factors, m e would think th at the 
physician w ith his practiced con­ 
trol over hi. em otions would be 
fairly free from it. On the con­ 
trary, the physician is rath er con­ 
tinuously subjected to em otional 
strain, w orry and anxiety, per­ 
haps m ore so. than a man in any 
other profession. 
A priest can 
leave the future to God, a lawyer 
can leave it to the courts, but the 
futures of his patients are in the 
physician's own hands. 
W hat role is played by nu tri­ 
tion, faults of nutrition, by tobac­

Protective Vitamins. 
Dr. H. C. Sherm an, one of the 
most em inent Am erican nutrition­ 
ists, believes that the addition of 
foods rich in calcium and protec­ 
tive vitam ins to the diet of those 
beyond the age of 45 w ould in­ 
crease by 10 per cent the years 
of active life. 
“Experim entally 


it has been shown th a t higher 
than average calcium intake is 
conductive to better than average 
health.” 
(Falk). A calcium -rich 
diet tends to im provem ent in the 
utilization of food, greater adult 
vitality and a longer period be­ 
tween the attainm ent of m aturity 
and the onset of senility. 
The program for possible pre­ 
vention of coronary artery disease 
and angina pectoris is one which 
rests on the respopnsibility of the 
individual and in this tim e when 
the young men of the country are 
out of industrial and professional 
w oik, every man from forty on 
is faced with this obligation.

that at the age of 45 a man should 
review 
him self 
and 
determ ine 
which personal type of intem per­ 
ance is his weakness.

"Winston Churchill will b© ranked with th© immortals in 
years to com©,'’ G©rard Priestley, competent authority on inter­ 
national affairs, declared in an interview in Lincoln Sunday. 
Mr. Priestley, who was form er-^ 
~ 
- — 
ly of London university and who 
has lectured in practically every 
capital in Europe, lived in Ger­ 
many during the National Socialist 
revolution and has visited Nazi 
Germany eight times since 19 33. 
He spent three months in the 
Balkans and Turkey in 19 38, met 
many leading political figures, and 
was a guest of the Royal Rumanian 
government. 
Mr. and Mrs. Priestly recently 
returned from 
a lecture tour in 
South America, spending several 
months traveling in Peru, Chile, 
Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil. 
They are in connection with the 
Y. M. C. A. under the USO. 
Youth Aid In War. 
When asked what the young 
people, who were too young to 
join the armed forces, were doing, 
Mr. Priestley explained that the 
youth of Great Britain have gone 
ail out for the war. 
He proved 
this by stating that 75 per cent 
of the boys and 6 5 per cent of 
the girls between 14 and 17 years 
of age are employed full time 
in war work. 
He stated that, 
as in America, 
the 
university 
students are taking only the sub­ 
jects that will help the war effort. 
Mr. Priestley believes that these 
young people will have a confer- 


the '‘Amsterdam 
Conference of 
Chri.stian Youth” held in 19 39 , and 
that it will be a good thing; for 
in that conference, the only one 
ever held, there were 75 countries 
represented. 
‘‘Englishmen 
respect 
Russia," 
explained 
Mr.

asked about the feeling of England 
toward Russia, ‘‘but they respect 
them only as one good soldier to 
another.
